Conclusions of a Lifetime 


Shortly after the Aga Khan’s death last 
week we took from a shelf in the library 
a copy of his Memoirs, published in 1954 
by Simon and Schuster, and easily found 
some ticks in the margins alongside pass- 
ages which had interested us. 


On selecting yearlings the Aga Khan 
had concluded that “the make and the 
shape” weren’t too important, “so long as 
his legs are sound and he is neither a 
giant nor a lilliputian. Apart from the all- 
important factor of his breeding, I have 
one rule by which to judge a yearling: is 
he going to be very tall and heavy or will 
be never be more than a pony? Do his 
legs look strong enough to stand the hard 
leg exercises, gallops and so forth of 
training?” 

On training: “The object is precisely the 
same as that of training a boxer... . With 
a horse, of course, there is no question of 
putting him down on his back to do all 
the scientifically planned and disciplined 
exercises that a human athlete can be put 
through. There is only one way of building 
up a horse’s muscles—and the nervous 
energy that must take charge of those 
muscles—and that is by walking, running 
and, if necessary, a certain amount of 
jumping.” 

On trainers: “Trainers as capable as 
Richard Dawson no doubt exist today, but 
I do not think there is anyone who has his 


Two of Greentree’s 1957 foals are a h 


supreme courage—unless it be Madame 
Tesio of Italy. Dawson’s great quality was 
that he would risk everything in order 
that his horse should be at his very best. 
muscled up to perfection, for the most im- 
portant event of his life. From all I hear 
today, the methods that are fashionable 
both in England and with the majority of 
French trainers are far more tender. In 
general, trainers now spare their horses a 
great deal more than did men like Dawson 
and William Duke, or, for that matter, the 
man whom I consider the greatest trainer 
of all, Frank Butters. There is far too 
much coddling at present, far too much 
cotton wool. Since nearly all trainers sub- 
scribe to the current fashionable views. 
it does not matter greatly, but I think if 
any of them came up against one of the 
hard men of the past or Madame Tesio. 
they would show up badly. The reason 
given is doubtless that in the old days 
many horses were broken down in the pro- 
cess of training. I have been told that Gil- 
pin, one of the greatest of old-time train- 
ers, only a few days before the Derby 
broke down the filly with which he had 
expected to win it. Gilpin was not in the 
slightest ruffled; he did not even apologize 
to the owner. He said, quite rightly. that 
if he had spared her the gallop in which 
she broke down, she would never have won 
the Derby. and that it was his job to take 
every chance for a win rather than by in- 
sufficient preparation ensure defeat.”

THE WEEK’S RACING 


ILLINOIS 
Bob-Tailed Clem 


Cuicaco. On Monday morning after 
the Arlington Classic, Clem’s 34-year-old 
trainer, Bill Stephens, admitted he had 
been “kind of worried early.” 

After one-fourth of the one-mile Classic 
had been run, Clem had only Barbizon 
behind him in the field of 7 and was ap- 
proximately 8 lengths behind the high- 
balling leader, Greek Game. 

“T didn’t think Clem would be that far 
back,” Stephens said. “Usually he’s pretty 
close to the pace. But I hadn’t told Conn 
(36-year-old Conn McCreary) anything 
special. Just to ride him as he saw fit.” 

Clem, flaunting the Confederate gray 
and blue silks of Mrs. Adele Rand, saved 
ground around the long sweep for home 
and made a charge between horses that 
got him in almost 2 lengths ahead of Ken- 
tucky Derby winner Iron Liege. 

Confederate gray and blue silks? 

“Mr. Rand is from the South some- 
where, Mississippi I believe, and Mrs. 
Rand is from the North,” Stephens ex- 
plained. “We’ve got a 2-year-old filly 
that’s called Grey and Blue. The name 
is a natural, though, ‘cause she’s a gray 
mare by *Miche out of Blues Singer.” 


July 20, 1957 


It was an exciting buildup to the Classic. 
On Monday before the race Greek Game’s 
rider, Johnny Heckmann, was set down 
10 days for rough riding. The Fred W. 
Hooper camp began a frantic search and 
finally secured Eric Guerin. 

The same day it was learned that Bold 
Ruler would be forced to skip the Classic. 
He hadn’t cooled out properly after a 
workout. Two inoculations against sleep- 
ing sickness were blamed. 

On Wednesday, Bill Hartack took a 
nasty spill. It first was reported he had 
suffered a broken vertebra and would be 
out at least several weeks. Later his injury 
was said to be relatively minor —a _ hair- 
line fracture of a vertebra wing. Probably 
he would be as good as new in a week 
or 10 days. On Friday afternoon Hartack 
left the hospital, jogged a pony around 
the Calumet Farm stable area, and an- 
nounced he was pretty sure he’d ride [ron 
Liege the next day. He’d make a definite 
decision after riding On Tour in Saturday’s 
first race. 

The Calumet camp had another worry. 
Dave Erb, scheduled to ride Barbizon, had 
hurt himself on the day Hartack fell. In 
the ninth race of July 10 he severely 
bruised his left ankle against the inner 
rail, and was carried away on a stretcher. 
Erb canceled Thursday’s mounts, and in 


the first race Friday bruised his left knee 
in another rail mishap. He was back for 
the third race, however. 

On Friday, July 12, Chicago was 
smacked by the most concentrated rain- 
storm in its history. By the ninth race 
that day the track was called sloppy. Then 
the rains really hit—some 51% inches 
within a 6-hour period. Saturday, how- 
ever, the Arlington strip was in svwpris- 
ingly good shape. It was termed slow all 
day, but Clem’s 1:36°5 was excellent. A 
race earlier a good 4-year-old named The 
Warrior won driving in 1:38. 


Track superintendent Clarence Brink- 
man said his crew floated the racing strip 
4 or 5 times, the last time around mid- 
night. “We’ve got a good drainage sys- 
tem, and there was very little water on 
the track Saturday morning,” said Brink- 
man. “Then we harrowed it.” 

Although many important highways 
were shut off by high water and thou- 
sands of people spent Saturday bailing out 
their cellars, a crowd of 21,435 showed 
up at Arlington. The rains had ceased, 
and it was a fairly decent day. 

On past performances, the Classic fig- 
ured to be a 4-horse race for Iron Liege, 
Clem, Greek Game, and Manteau. When 
the track became wet the mud-loving Bet- 
ter Bee moved up in estimation, while 
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He was a weak horse last year. 


Manteau’s chances became dimmer. Man- 
teau was a $7,500 supplementary nomi- 
nee and his third placing was worth 
$12.500. Owner Louis Lee Haggin iI 
grinned wryly in the paddock before the 
race when reminded of the history-mak- 
ing rainstorm. “Some day this fellow is 
going to catch a fast track. and he'll 
make those others step.” 

Greek Game (120 pounds) set a brisk 
pace—:2245, :4535, and 1:1024—with 
Iron Liege (123), Manteau (117), Better 
Bee (117), Jet Colonel (117). Clem (117), 


and Barbizon (120) spread out behind him. 


Manteau made his move on the far turn, 
and when he came abreast of Iron Liege 
the Calumet colt seemed to falter a bit 
before responding to the challenge. At 
the eighth-pole the field was bunched, 
with Greek Game, Iron Liege, and Clem 
heads apart in that order. Greek Game 
slowly fell back, and Clem went on to win 
by three-quarters of a length. 

Iron Liege may have been caught in 
tight quarters between the eighth- and 
sixteenth-pole, but it wasn’t serious enough 
to mar the outcome. 

It was Clem’s third-consecutive stakes 
triumph. Earlier the doughty dark chest- 
nut son of *Shannon II had won the 7- 
furlong Shevlin and the one-mile Withers. 
Clem had lost a nose decision to Iron 
Liege in the Jersey Stakes, but now mat- 
ters were squared. 


On to New York 


Clem’s immediate schedule, according to 
Stephens, is the Dwyer Stakes at Belmont 
Park on July 27, a rest at Saratoga, and 
then the American Derby at Washington 
Park on August 31. The Derby is at 1,3; 
miles over the turf. 

“He won a stake the only time he ran 
on the grass,” Stephens said. This was 
the 1956 Absecon Island Stakes at one 
mile on October 6. 

Bill Stephens is a brother to trainer 
Woody Stephens. “We both liked Clem 
as a yearling, and I recommended him 
to Mrs. Rand, so we bought him,” Bill 
said. “He’s much improved from 2 to 3. 
Now 
he’s strong and tough. I'd call him a big 
little horse. He’s the blocky, muscular 
type, about 1514 hands high. Notice that 
short tail. They call him the bob-tailed 
chestnut in New York. He had an acid 
condition last winter, and he lost pretty 
nearly all of his tail. Never grew back.”

TENNESSEE 


New Training Center 


NASHVILLE. The removal of a small 
starting gate used for training yearlings 
from the 66-year-old State Fair Grounds 
to Maryland Farm, near Brentwood, about 
8 miles south of Nashville, symbolized the 
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CLEM 


end of the former Cumberland Park as a 
horse center and the beginning of what 
horsemen hope will be a bigger and _ bet- 
ter day for their sport. 

A 3-furlong covered track and a 5-fur- 
long open track with 2 chutes are being 
constructed by the Cumberland Park 
Horsemen’s Association, a small non- 
profit group formed 6 months ago. 

The horsemen had leased the old tracks 
and stables from the Fair Board so as to 
prevent the Fair Grounds property from 
being used for stock car racing. Now. 
by mutual consent, the 5-vear contract 
between the horsemen and the Fair Board 
has been terminated. The auto-racing 
group has the lease they wanted. and the 
grounds will become a year-round amuse- 
ment center and fair. The “horse show 
pavilion” already has been converted into 
a concrete-floored “all-purpose” arena. 

Edward Potter Jr., president of the 
Cumberland Park Horsemen’s Associa- 
tion, signed a 20-year lease for the 400- 
acre Maryland Farm. J. Truman Ward. 
the farm’s owner, will retain the residence 
and 10 acres. 

For about 15 years, Maryland Farm was 
famed as a gaited saddle horse nursery. 
Four years ago the horses yielded to beef 
cattle and the stables were converted into 
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cow barns. Workmen now are rapidly re- 
storing box stalls to the stables. 


It is estimated that 125 horses soon 
will be accommodated in the restored 
Maryland Farm stables, and that 100 ad- 
ditional shed-type box stalls will be ready 
by October 1. Stabling for 300 horses is 
the goal. 

Potter and his associates hope to make 
Maryland Farm one of the top Thorough- 
bred training centers of the nation. The 
covered track, one feature that made the 
old Fair Grounds distinctive as a winter 
ground for legging-up horses, is being 
copied at the new plant. 

Vice president of the Cumberland Park 
Horsemen’s Association is Guilford Dud- 
ley Jr., Ernest K. Hardison Jr. is secre- 
tary-treasurer, and directors are Calvin 
Houghland, John H. Amos, J. Truman 
Ward, all of Nashville, and A. B. Han- 
cock Jr., of Paris, Ky. 

Cumberland Park opened as a harness- 
racing course in 1891. The runners took 
over 2 years later and lasted through 1906, 
when an anti-wagering law killed running 
races in Tennessee. Since 1906 the place 
has been the State Fair Grounds. 

Nearly 400 red stalls are being razed, 
and the turreted, yellow-trimmed grand- 
stand is to be replaced.

CALIFORNIA 
Round Table Heading East 


Los ANGELEs. A 3-year-old colt which 
Travis M. Kerr bought more or less by 
chance 5 months ago from A. B. (Bull) 
Hancock Jr. blazed to a sensational vic- 
tory in the 18th running of the Hollywood 
Gold Cup. 

Bred in Kentucky and owned by an 
Oklahoman, Round Table amazed a crowd 
of 55.488 as he equalled Swaps’ track 
record of 1:5835 for 114 miles and won 
by a comfortable 314 lengths. It was the 
fastest 114 miles ever run by a 3-year-old. 

Most fans expected Round Table. with 
109 pounds, to win; he went to the post 
a 7-5 favorite. But few anticipated that he 
would be able to handle Porterhouse, Find. 
and other older horses as easily as he did. 
In previous years, 20 3-year-olds had tried 
to win the Gold Cup; 3 finished second, 
and Round Table was the first to succeed. 

After the race, Californians had one 
question: Is Round Table another Swaps? 

Trainer Bill Molter, who doesn’t like to 
compare horses, tried to be diplomatic. as 
always. “I don’t know if he’s as good as 
Swaps as a 3-year-old, but he certainly 
could develop into just as good a horse 
as he goes along.” 

As the trainer of a public stable, Molter 
was just as cautious in comparing Round 
Table to Determine, which won a Ken- 
tucky Derby for him. “Both are great 
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horses,” he said. “They are about the same 
size, but both have big hearts.” 

Molter was more definite in his plans 
for Round Table. The bay son of *Prince- 
quillo would make one more start at Holly- 
wood Park in the Westerner Stakes, and 
then on Thursday, July 25, would leave 
by rail for Washington Park, Chicago, 
where his main objective would be the 
American Derby. 

“I’m sure Round Table and *Gallant 
Man will meet somewhere along the way,” 
Molter commented. “Either in Chicago, or 
New York, where Round Table will cam- 
paign this fall.” 

As for Bill Shoemaker, he still won’t 
say which horse he will ride when that 
race finally takes place—Round Table or 
*Gallant Man. 

It’s a decision Shoemaker won’t make 
until he has to; many things could hap- 
pen before the 2 great colts finally get 
together. 


Ralph Lowe, the Midlands, Texas. mil- 
lionaire who owns *Gallant Man, was a 
Gold Cup visitor at Hollywood Park to 
“scout” Round Table, and he saw enough 
to weaken even a Texan. 


The Gold Cup 


At the start, Shoemaker and Round 
Table let everyone know that the horse 
which beat them would have to run all 
the way. *El Khobar, the New Zealander 
with the beautifully molded head and a 
character that is apparent immediately, 
tried to make a race of it. He was the 
only horse ever in front of Round Table. 

As they raced by the stands the first 
time, *El Khobar held a narrow lead. 
Racing along the rail, he still was in front 
around the iirst turn and into the back- 
stretch. But he was fighting to stay in 
front, while Round Table was just gal- 
loping. 

Probably just to test his horse, Shoe- 
maker let out a notch and Round Table’s 
head immediately showed in front. Satis- 


fied that the speed was there, Shoemaker 
took Round Table in hand again, permit- 
ting *El Khobar to regain his lead by the 
narrowest of margins at about the half- 
mile pole. 

Going into the far turn, Shoemaker 
began to let Round Table out. His lead 
grew to 2 lengths mid-way around the 
turn, as *El Khobar, spent and weary, 
dropped back quickly and Find moved up 
to challenge. Behind Find came Porter- 
house, and in back of him was Gigantic. 
With a quarter-mile to go, they all looked 
dangerous. 

Shoemaker tapped Round Table twice, 
and the colt stretched his lead to 4 lengths. 
Find, having given his best, tired badly 
in the last furlong. Porterhouse took up 
the chase, and moved into second place, 
but he never looked like he was going to 
catch Round Table. Game little Eddie 
Schmidt closed ground steadily to finish 
fourth. 


Near the wire Shoemaker eased Round 
Table, and Molter thought he might have 
beaten Swaps’ track record if a horse had 
pushed him right down to the finish. His 
time for a mile was 1:3345, and his last 
quarter was in :2444. 


Bought at the Bell 


As he had every reason to be, Kerr 
was elated as he visited the press box 
for a question-and-answer routine with 
Turf writers. The only question he evaded 
was how much he had paid for Round 
Table. 

“The price has been reported as any- 
where between $125,000 and $175,000,” a 
writer said. “Which is correct?” 

“Just say it is between there,” Kerr re- 
sponded. “I promised ‘Bull’ Hancock I 
would not tell.” 

Dr. J. E. Peters. of Pasadena, was the 
man who first called Kerr’s attention to 
Round Table. Last February, Dr. Peters 
made a trip to Florida to look over an- 
other horse which Kerr was interested in 


at the time. For one reason or another, 
the deal fell through, but before returning 
to California Dr. Peters dropped by the 
barn of Moody Jolley, who trains Han- 
cock’s Claiborne Farm. 

Jolley explained that most of the horses 
he had were for sale, and that the best 
probably was the 3-year-old Round Table. 
Dr. Peters looked him over, and when he 
returned to California he recommended the 
colt to Kerr. “I’d never seen a sounder 
horse in my life,” Dr. Peters said. 

Kerr was interested, so Dr. Peters made 
another trip to Florida. He reached there 
on an afternoon that Round Table was 
racing, and grabbed a car for Hialeah, 
arriving just as the field was leading the 
paddock. 

“How much time have I got to make up 
my mind if I want to buy him?” Dr. Peters 
asked Hancock. 


“Until that bell rings,” Bull answered. 


Dr. Peters borrowed Hancock’s glasses. 
As the horses were entering the stalls of 
the starting gate, Dr. Peters leaned to- 
wards Hancock and said: “It’s a deal.” 
They shook hands on it, and a few min- 
utes later Round Table came out of the 
gate and dashed to victory. 

[Under terms of the agreement Round 
Table will stand at stud at Claiborne after 
his retirement, and Hancock at that time 
will regain a 25-per cent interest in the 
horse. 

“When we first got him,” Dr. Peters 
said, “he was fussy about cleaning up his 
food after a race, or a hard workout. He’d 
wander from the tub to the door, and back 
again. Now, he never leaves the feed tub 
until he’s cleaned up his food, and he 
wants more. 

“There’s no way to predict when horses 
will improve like this,” Dr. Peters said. 
“Tt’s one of those things that just happen. 
Mr. Kerr bought Round Table because he 
felt the colt had a great potential.”

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PRICE AND PERFORMANCE 


One of the least-labored fields of sta- 
tistical inquiry is the relationship between 
prices paid for yearlings and the later 
performances of the horses on the race 
track. Failure to cultivate this field is 
partly owing to the natural wariness of 
sales companies. which get along pretty 
well without such information and which 
have historical precedent for suspecting 
that, in most cases, an auctioneer can get 
more for a yearling than the yearling is 
worth, insofar as worth can be measured 
in dollars. Further, the buyers of yearlings 
are not overly given to retrospection; with 
few exceptions, they see no future in the 
past. 

The subject has been made somewhat 
less “touchy” by the establishment in re- 
cent years of the “sales of selected year- 
lings.” The phrase orginated with the 
Breeders’ Sales Company, but the practice 
of inspection and selection is followed 
by the California Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association, and selection without inspec- 
tion has been forced upon Saratoga con- 
signors by reason of the restriction in the 
number of yearlings offered. 

The following study is based on the 
prices and the racing records of the year- 
lings sold in the Keeneland summer sale 
of 1950 (foals of 1949). It was under- 
taken primarily to determine (1) the de- 
gree to which pre-cataloguing inspection 
succeeds in eliminating yearlings too un- 
sound for racing and (2) whether the 
judgment of buyers, as indicated by prices. 
is verified in any way by the actual per- 
formances of the horses bought. 


95 Per Cent Runners 


The first question may be answered in 
the affirmative at once. Of the 381 year- 
lings sold, only 19, or 5 per cent, failed 
to race; the normal expectation, as indi- 
cated by the average of the breed, is that 
about 25 per cent of registered foals will 
be non-starters. 

Of the 362 starters from the Keeneland 
summer sales of 1950, a total of 60, or 
16.6 per cent, failed to win a race; the 
normal expectation is almost twice as high, 
or about 30 per cent. The proportion of 


‘winners in the Keeneland group is not in 


itself an important testimony of merit; it 
simply reinforces the evidence that the 
horsemen employed by the sales company 
to inspect the yearlings did an excellent 
job of eliminating the unsound. 

(The term winner, while it is a most 
important word in a sale catalogue, covers 
so much ground that it means virtually 
nothing, except that the horse remained on 


the track long enough for the trainer to 
run him against a field he could beat. Most 
non-winners have raced only a few times. 
One of the $1,500 yearlings sold at Keene- 
land in the summer of 1950 went to the 
post 51 times without winning. and a 
$3.200 colt was a maiden after 47 starts. 
but these were exceptional cases; their 


trainers failed to reconcile class and the 


condition book.) 


The 362 starters from the 381 yearlings 
sold at Keeneland in the summer of 1950 
raced a total of 1.357 years through 1956. 
an average of 3.7 years. They made 15.412 
starts, an average of 42.6. They won 1.978 
races, an average of 5.5. They earned a 
total of $5,667,746. average $15.657. The 
total earned was 2.5 times the $2.289.300 
paid for 381 head at the sales. This is not 
enough to account for purchase price plus 
the expenses of 1,357 horse-years of train- 
ing, but there is a residual value in the 
stock, not subject to accurate estimate, but 
certainly well over a million dollars. 


Most owners of race horses are realistic 
enough to understand that their dividends 
from the sport will be paid in pleasure, 
rather than in cash, but a part of the 
pleasure is in the hope. however remote it 
may be, that an actual profit may be real- 
ized. Thanks to the selection routines insti- 
tuted in recent years, this hope is no longer 
a faint one. If the same man had bought 
all the yearlings sold at Keeneland in the 
summer of 1950, and if he had dispersed 
them by public auction at the end of 1956, 
apparently he would have had his fun 
and made a profit too. 


Higher Prices, Better Horses 


The question as to whether there is a 
relationship between prices and racing 
class is less easily answered. but the an- 
swer appears to be in the affirmative. 


In order to determine—on a rough basis. 
at least—the different hazards in different 
price ranges. the 38] yearlings were ar- 
ranged in the order of sale price and di- 
vided into 5 groups of as nearly equal size 
as possible. each group representing ap- 
proximately 20 per cent of the yearlings 
sold. Some of the data relating to the 5 
groups are set out in Tables I and II. 


The ratio of earnings to cost was highest 
in the lowest-priced group. lowest in the 
highest-priced group. The 73 yearlings sold 
for $2.500 or less won 5 times their cost; 
the 74 at $8.100 and upward earned 1.2 
times their cost. 


The largest average per starter was earn- 
ed by the group in the second-highest price 
range, but this was partly because they 
did more racing, averaging 4.1 years out 
of a possible 6 years. The highest index, 
which shows the rate of earnings most ac- 
curately. belongs to the highest-priced 
group. The index was highest in this divi- 
sion despite the fact that the average num- 
ber of starts was much the lowest. 


The largest percentage of good horses 
was in the highest-priced group. Table II 
shows that nearly 15 per cent of the year- 
lings sold at $8,100 and higher had racing 
indexes upwards of 3.00, and that all the 
other groups, except the lowest-priced, ex- 
ceeded the normal expectation of about 2.7

per cent at this level of excellence. An 
index of 3.00. indicating earnings at 3 
times the average rate, cuts off about the 
same percentage of the Thoroughbred pop- 
ulation as does the category of stakes win- 
ners. Half of the horses sold for $8,100 
or more had indexes of 1.20 or higher. 


The Best Pay-Offs 


The highest index in the lowest-priced 
group was that of the filly Nola Hash, 
which sold for $1,100 and earned $45,315 
in 5 years of racing for an index of 3.30. 
Next highest was another filly, Fine Fid- 
dle, sold for $2,500; she won 19 races. 
earned $39,040, for an index of 2.85, 
Fillies which attain such racing indexes, 
or do even half as well, have a high resi- 
dual value as broodmare prospects. 

In the second group, at $2,600 to $3,500, 
the highest indexes were those of Oh Leo, 
14.48; Happy Go Lucky, 8.76; Swell 
Dish, 4.19; Very Special, 3.59; and Er- 
rard’s Guide, 3.17. Oh Leo, sold for $2,600. 
and Happy Go Lucky, sold for $3,000, be- 
tween them earned considerably more than 
the $240,700 required to purchase all the 
78 yearlings in this group. 

In the middle group, at $3.600 to $5,000. 
were Haltafire, 6.76; Mackville, 4.37; El- 
jay, 3.73; Cullerton, 3.29; and Pusan. 
3.07. Haltafire, with $92,675, had the lar- 
gest gross earnings; he sold for $4,700. 

In the $5,100-to-$8.000 group were 10 
horses with indexes above 3.00. These were 
White Skies, 17.02; Thataway, 9.03; Do 
Report, 7.49; Risque Rouge. 6.61; Nimble 
Fox, 6.13; Don Rebelde, 4.96; Red Char- 
ger, 4.15; Winning Stride, 4.14; Hierarch, 
3.68; and Lonoke Flash, 3.55. The largest 
gross earnings were those of White Skies. 
which sold for $7,500, won $246,025, and 
Do Report, a $7,600 purchase which won 
$131,192.

Eleven of the 74 horses at $8,100 and 
over earned at least 3 times the average 
expectation: Cousin, 19.58; Hannibal, 
12.88: Suggested, 8.94; Half Caste, 6.00; 
Hushaby Baby. 5.76; Alladier, 4.79; Mala- 
prop, 4.47; Sky Ship, 4.29; Rae’s Reward, 
4.21: Lord Priam, 3.72; and Down de 
Lane. 3.07. The highest gross earnings 
were Cousin’s $95,400, a figure which 
probably would have been much higher if 
the colt had been more amenable to train- 
ing. 

The highest price of the 1950 auction at 
Keeneland was the $32,000 paid by Maine 
Chance Farm for Jet Jewel (Jet Pilot— 
Crepe Myrtle). He ran only 6 times before 
he was disabled by illness. He went to the 
stud in 1953, got very limited opportunities, 
and recently has gained distinction as sire 
of Jewel’s Reward, one of the best of the 
current crop of 2-year-olds. 

An extremely high price for a yearling 
is always a long-odds gamble, of course. 
A bid of $59,000 or more carries no in- 
surance against injury or illness or lack of 
speed. But the most enticing numbers in 
the catalogue usually will bring very high 
prices, simply because some bidders, like 
some trainers and some horseplayers, rea- 
son that they cannot hit the moon without 
shooting at it. The highest prices usually 
are paid for the most fashionably bred 
stock, and the residual value for sale or for 
breeding purposes is correspondingly 
higher. 

It may be concluded from this sketchy 
summary that inspection and selection re- 
sult in: (1) a maximum degree of sound- 
ness; (2) a much improved chance that 
the buyer will hit upon a bargain; (3) 
opportunity, particularly in the middle and 
lower price ranges, to obtain sound racing 
stock at less expense than would be en- 
tailed in breeding an equivalent number 
of equally good horses. J. A. Estes 


MEETINGS 


Off Tracks, New Mile 


Derroir. Racing secretary Horace Wade 
now knows where the horsemen were when 
he was having trouble filling the races 
at Hazel Park because of constantly muddy 
tracks. 

They were over at the rival Detroit Race 
Course talking about the richest race of 
the Michigan horse racing season, the 
$50,000- added Michigan Mile for 3-year- 
olds ard up. 

For some time the Michigan division of 
the HBPA has not felt kindly about a 
$50,000 race at a track which could afford 
only a $2,000 minimum. HBPA leaders 
argued that it would be better to spread 
the money around for the horses which 
supported the meeting and not to give it 
to the few which usually shipped in for 
the day. The track has felt that the money 
was well spent to attract big-name horses. 

Under the pressure from the horsemen, 
the Michigan Racing Association now has 
agreed to take $20,000 from its own pocket 
to underwrite part of the race, rather than 
use only the money set aside for purses. 

The HBPA had another thought. “One 
mile is too short a distance for a $50,000 
purse, at least in this area,” president 
Ray Grundy argued. “The race should be 
a mile and a quarter or a mile and an 
eighth to attract the kind of horses the 
MRA wants.” 

After weeks of dickering the MRA 
agreed to a compromise. This year the 
Michigan Mile is going to be the “Michi- 
gan Mile and a Sixteenth”—at least, until 
a new name is devised for the race. 

Meanwhile, at Hazel Park, Wade was 
struggling through the last weeks of a 
meeting which has seen an off track pre- 
vail for 26 of the first 44 racing days. 

“It’s even worse than at Gulfstream 
Park,” grumbled Wade, usually a glutton 
for work. “Down in Florida last winter 
we had an off track 24 out of 43 days. 

“Tl be glad when this meeting is over. 
They maybe Ill get some rest. As it is 
now, I wake up in the middle of the night 
with the shakes.” 

For many a day the entries have not 
closed until 4:30 p. m., 6 hours after the 
box ordinarily closes. To top it off, this is 
the year in which Hazel Park put the 
squeeze on $2,000 horses, and now Wade 
finds himself wishing he had as many as 
in years past. 

“I’m beginning to wonder if it pays to 
try and improve your racing.” 

At CorrMAN 
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Death of Nedayr 


Don Carlos Gomez, of Mexico City, this 
week reported the death of Nedayr, one 
of Mexico’s most successful sires. Nedayr. 
22, was by Neddie—Sunayr, by *Sun 
Briar. 

Bred by the late W. S. Kilmer, Nedayr 
won 11 of 58 starts from 2 to 6 and earned 
$87,715. He won the Pimlico Futurity. 
Arlington Classic, American Legion 
(twice) and Walden Handicaps, and 
placed in 8 other stakes. 

Nedayr finished his racing career in 
the stable of Alfred G. Vanderbilt, who 
in 1941 leased him to Texan Bud Bur- 
mester. Burmester bought the horse the 
next year, and stood him at Top o° the 
Hill Farm, Arlington, Texas, until 1945, 
when the horse was sold to Gomez for 
$11,000. 

Nedayr’s stakes winners include Abra, 
Dad, Don Ismael, Jabato, Marthucha, Mr. 
Chairman, Nedanus, Catorce, Charrasco, 
and Tres Colorado. Mr. Chairman, one of 
the best 3-year-olds in New England in 
1950, was the only one to win an added- 
money race in the U. S. 


Overseas Operations 


The Sporting Life recently reported that 
Capt. Gerald Balding had purchased 10 
yearlings at the Newmarket October sales 
for John Hay Whitney, ambassador to 
Great Britain and part owner of Green- 
tree Stable, Lexington.

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OBITUARY 


The Aga Khan 


Sir Agha Sultan Muhammad Shah had 
fought a delaying action with poor health 
for 10 years, and in the past few months 
the struggle had become desperate. His 
weight was down from 270 pounds to 
about 135, and the oppressive heat which 
smothered Paris and most of Europe was 
more than he could bear. On June 18 the 
79-year-old Moslem religious leader was 
flown to Lake Geneva, where 20 years 
before he had presided over an impotent 
and frustrating League of Nations, and 
on July 11 he died. At his bedside were 
Prince Aly Khan and Prince Sadruddin. 

The Aga Khan’s religious domain was 
scattered from the Great Wall of China 
to South Africa and included about 20,- 
000.000 loyal, gift-bearing followers. He 
claimed male-line descent from Ali, the 
first Shia Imam and son-in-law and cousin 
of Muhammad the Prophet. His wealth, 
his romances, his stature as leader of one 
of the world’s great religions, his intel- 
ligent leadership in international politics, 
his record as one of the world’s foremost 
breeders and owners of Thoroughbred 
horses combined to make him one of the 
interesting men of 2 centuries. 

“When I was a young man I sat next 
to Queen Victoria at a dinner party and 
talked to her throughout it; the other day 
I sat next to Queen Elizabeth II at a tea 
party and talked to her throughout it,” he 
wrote 3 years ago. “During this period 
I have been not only an onlooker but by 
the accident of birth an active participant 
in world affairs. The extent of the revo- 
lution which I have witnessed is not yet 
to be measured.” 

The Aga Khan. born in Karachi, Pakis- 
tan, on November 2, 1877, spent most of 
his boyhood in Bombay and Poona, and 
was installed as the third Aga Khan in 
1885 on the death of his father. Private 
tutors taught him in Persian, Arabic, 
French, and English, and for his higher 
education he attended Eton and Cambridge 
University. He was a voracious reader 
of the novel and a vigorous sportsman. 
The horses he inherited dominated the 
Turf in Western India, and 4 times in suc- 
cession he won the Nizam’s Gold Cup. 
He introduced hockey into India, played 
cricket, hunted the jackal, learned to box. 

The Aga Khan’s first visit to England 
was in 1898, and he was agreeably sur- 
prised to find that his interest in Thor- 
oughbreds had preceded him: either Lord 
William Beresford or his brother Lord 
Marcus, the Aga Khan never discovered 
which, had taken steps to register his 
colors. Because the family’s traditional 
colors, red and green, were unavailable in 
England at that time, green and chocolate 
were given him, and when he began racing 
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seriously 20 years later he enjoyed such 
extraordinary success that he made no 
effort to change them. 

It wasn’t until 1921 that the Aga Khan 
took more than a spectator’s interest in 
European racing. Through the noted 
trainer George Lambton. he was _ intro- 
duced to the Irish sportsman Richard 
Dawson, who agreed to buy and _ train 
yearlings in England. In France he sought 
cut William Duke, who had been head 
trainer for the Aga Khan’s good friend 
W. K. Vanderbilt. 

“Then I myself began to study the 
breeding of the yearlings that came up 
for sale [in 1921] at Deauville and Don- 
caster,” the Aga Khan wrote in_ his 
Memoirs. “1 chose one in particular that 
became one of the mares on which I 
founded my stud, the filly to which I gave 
the name Teresina.” 

The same year he selected Cos, dam of 
Rustom Pasha, and Eagle Snipe. dam of 
Turtle Soup. In 1922 he bought Mumtaz 
Mahal, the granddam of *Mahmoud and 
*Nasrullah and great-granddam of *Gal- 
lant Man; Friar’s Daughter. dam of Dastur 
and *Bahram; and *Pot au Feu, Diophon, 
and Salmon Trout. His operation was fluid 
(“I sell in order to buy.” he once said), 
and at the time of his death he had about 
90 broodmares in Ireland and France. 

He acquired land as easily as he bought 
and sold horses, and from 1923 to 1944 
he purchased 7 farms in Ireland and 
France. Sheshoon, in Ireland, and La Co- 
quenne, in France, were bought in 1923: 
Ballymany and Marly-la-Ville, in 1926: 
Saint-Crespin, in 1927; and Gilltown and 
Ongar Studs in 1944. He later added the 
Sallymount Stud in Ireland. 

Horses he bred, raced, or sold won, at 
least once. nearly all of the most coveted 
races in England, Ireland, and France

breeding the world over. Among his most 
notable exports to the United States were 
the Derby winners *Blenheim II, *Mah- 
moud, and *Bahram, and for this he was 
sharply criticised abroad. 

On July 13. 2 days after the Aga 
Khan’s death, it was announced from 
Lake Geneva that the elderly Shah had 
designated his 20-year-old, Harvard-edu- 
cated grandson Prince Karim as_ his 
spiritual successor. The new Aga Khan’s 
father, Prince Aly Khan, was to perpet- 
nate the racing stables.

Only Eastern invader for the one-m‘le Arlington 
Classic was Mrs. Adete L. Rand’s Clem, winner of 
the Shevlin and Withers Stakes in his last 2 efforts 
at Belmont Park. Clem was second choice, a 36-10, 
to the Calumet en-ry of Iron Liege and Barbizon, 
7-10. 

Greek Game took the lead at the start, and after 
3 furlongs he was 3 lengths in front, with Iron 
Liege second and Clem sixth. Clem began his move 
on the stretch turn, and at the eighth-pole, he was 
a half-length behind Greek Game and a head be- 
hind Iron Liege.

The dam of *Combustion II, Viola (Viola II in 
the British registry), was bred in the U. S. by 
Belair Stud which sent her to England as a 3-year- 
old. She later became the property of Lord Dun- 
raven, who bred *Combustion II in France. 

*Combustion II is the first stakes winner in the 
U. S. for Combat, second foal of the 1941 Epsom 
Oaks winner Commotion. Combat was bred in Eng- 
land by the late J. A. Dewar, for whom he won 
9 races at 2 and 3, including the Windsor Castle, 
Champagne, Blue Riband, Rous Memorial, San- 
dringham, and Sussex Stzekes. In 1948 he was syn- 
dicated and retired to the Moreton Stud at New- 
market. 

Combat’s brother, Faux Tirage, which stands in 
New Zealand, is the sire of *Knave, winner of the 
second division of the Longfellow.

The leaders gave way approaching 
the stretch, and *Knave pulled through at the 
top of the straightaway, winning handily by three- 
quarters of a length. *Knave ran the mile in 1:384, 
three-fifths of a second slower than the time for 
the first division. Robert Lawless, on Old Roman, 
claimed that *Knave interfered with his mount, 
but the stewards let the order stand. 

*Knave was bred in New Zealand and raced in 
Australia, where he won 11 races, including the 
V. R. C. Sires Produce and Champagne Stakes at 
2 and the S.radbreke Handicap at 3. He was 
brought to the U. S, late in 1956 by Mrs. Adele L. 
Rand, whose husband had been successful with the 
Australian-raced *Prince Morvi. 

*Knave is the first stakes winner in the U. S. 
for Faux Tirage, a brother to the sire of *Com- 
bustion II. Faux Tirage raced in England at 2 and 
3, winning the Rous Memorial, St. James’s Palace, 
Granville, Milbary, and Newmarket Stakes. In his 
only other start he was third in the Eclipse Stakes. 
At the end of his 3-year-old season he was bought 
by T. C. Lowry, who s ands him at h’s ranch at 
Hawke’s Bay, New Zealand. 

Trick, the dam of *Knave, is a daughter of 
Defaulter, one of New Zealand’s best race horses. 
Winner of 22 of 27 starts, Defaulter stood 16:214 
hands and was described as one of the most passive 
horses of high class ever seen in New Zealand.

Sampling, Analyzing, Planning 


When a farm owner becomes a member 
of the Brookside Farms Laboratory Asso- 
ciation, he is visited by a service repre- 
sentative of the Brookside Research Lab- 
oratories. The association is a non-profit 
organization, whose only employee is con- 
cerned with keeping records of the mem- 
ber farms. All of the work is done by 
members of Research Laboratories staff. 

Andrew Skapura. who joined Brookside 
in 1950 after 13 years with the Soil Con- 
servation Service. is field service director. 
and it was he who once made the first 
tests. Skapura still services some farms, 
but the laboratory’s growth has forced 
him to turn most of this work over to 
other service representatives. The labor- 
atory now employs more than 40 repre- 
sentatives. some full-time and some _ part- 
time. 

First step, of course, is to secure a map 
of the farm. Soil samples then are taken 
in each field, the number determined by 
the terrain and the number of soil types 
found in the area. Location of the soil 


samples are plotted on the map. 


In addition to mapping and soil testing, 
the service representative examines the 
fields for indications of poor drainage, 
plow sole compaction layer, undecomposed 
organic matter, erosion, lack of moisture, 
shallow plowing. and any other factors 
which may be limiting crop production. If 
drainage and erosion are problems, the 
farm owner is advised to consult the Soil 
Conservation Service. Skapura said, “Our 
laboratory service and a good soil-conser- 
vation program compliment each other for 
maximum results.” 


Water samples are taken from each well 
or spring on the farm. 


Brookside members pay a membership 
fee of $10. which is contributed to the 
association’s Permanent Development and 
Research Fund. For the servicing of a 
farm the fee is $1.50 per acre for the first 
100 acres. $1.25 per acre for the next 400 
acres. and $1.00 per acre for each addi- 
tional acre. For this a member gets: 


1. A soils map of his farm. 
2. Analyses of as many soil samples from 


Included in each Brookside soils report is a map, showing where each sample 
was taken. The large map above the drafting board is of Calumet Farm. 
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each field as are necessary for the 
survey. 

Chemical analysis of water supply. 

Recommendations based on analyses. 

Consultation with service representa- 
tive and/or laboratory from the time 
original reports are presented 
until the program of soil treatment 
is well underway—usually one to 2 
years. To continue the laboratory 
and consulting service, there is an 
annual charge of 50 cents an acre 
for the first 100 acres and 25 cents 
an acre for all additional acres. 


Feed and blood samples are analyzed 
for $5 a sample at any time. These are not 
covered in the original service fee because 
many owners desire only soil and water 
reports. 


In the Laboratory 


First stop for each soil sample at the 
laboratory is the drying room, where all 
bags are opened and placed on wire-mesh 
racks for 3 to 5 days. Each sample then 
is ground, sieved, and agitated. Since only 
a small portion of the soil in each bag is 
needed for analysis, it is important that 
the soil used be representative of the area 
sampled. 

Each sample is assigned a laboratory 
number, and a final worksheet for the 
entire farm uses these numbers. 

From each soil sample, 20 grams (a 
little less than one ounce) are used for 
analysis. The 20 grams are divided into 
4 portions for 4 separate extractions for 
each sample: (1) to determine pH.; (2) 
to determine total organic matter; (3) to 
determine the amount of available phos- 
phorus; and (4) to determine the amount 
of exchangeable base elements—calcium, 
magnesium, potassium, and others. 

After the extraction solutions have been 
added to each soil portion, the flasks are 
placed in an automatic shaking device. 


After shaking, each extract is placed in 
a special filter tube to procure a filtrate 
solution used in the actual tests. Reagents 
—the type and amount vary according to 
the test being performed— then are added, 
and the solution is diluted with distilled 
water. The flasks then are ready for 
testing. 

The phosphorus and organic-matter tests 
are made with a color spectrophotometer, 
a machine which measures the per cent of 
energy transmission for the solution. 

A reading of the pH value is made with 
glass electrodes on a calibrated pH meter. 

The test for the base elements is per- 
formed with a flame spectrophotometer. 

The value found for each sample on 
each test then is recorded on the work- 
sheet. The values found on the energy 
transmission tests are converted to pounds 
per acre and per cent of saturation. These 
figures are transferred to the final soil re- 
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These 5 pictures illustrate work in 3 of the 4 departments 
at Brookside Laboratories. Top to bottom, below, tech- 
nicians Virginia Kuck and Karlos Birzulis place soil and 
extraction solution in 50 ce flasks, which then are placed 
in an automatic shaking device. On the right Dr. Rudolfo 
Ozolins, agronomist, records a reading for phosphorus on 
the color spectrophotometer; chemist John Sirmanis tests 
water samples for possible toxic concentrations; and Sir- 
manis and Birzulis check the Kjeldahl equipment used to 
determine protein content in the feedstuffs laboratory. 
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port. which contains one sheet for each 
field. A reproduction of one of these sheets 
appears on the opposite page. 

Water samples are tested for oxides of 
iron and aluminum; for carbonates, sul- 
phates. and chlorides of calcium, magne- 
sium. and sodium; for organic matter, 
fluorine, traces of manganese, and lead. 
total solids. free carbonic acid. pH, and 
total hardness. Values found are compared 
with standards established by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, and any pos- 
sible danger from the use of water on 
the farm is pointed out. 

Feed samples are tested for the per cent 
of moisture, crude and digestible protein, 
crude and digestible carbohydrates and 
fats, and mineral matter. The mineral con- 
tent is further analyzed for calcium, phos- 
phorus, magnesium, potassium, sodium, 
iron, and manganese. Recommendations 
on supplements needed to bring the feed 
into proper balance are made. 

Blood chemistry at Brookside has been 
restricted almost entirely to cattle, and it 
is the smallest division of the laboratory 
because of lack of space and personnel. 
The tests determine values for hemoglobin, 
blood glucose, urea nitrogen, calcium and 
phosphorus in the blood serum, and con- 
centration of fluorine. 

Brookside currently is servicing about 
15 horse farms in Kentucky and 2 in Vir- 
ginia. The Kentucky clients include Clar- 
ence LeBus’ Plum Lane Farm, Robert 
Kleberg’s King Ranch, Mrs. Gene Mar- 
key’s Calumet Farm, Miss Mildred Wool- 
wine’s White Oaks Farm, the Nuckols 
Brothers, Hurstland Farm, L. P. Doherty’s 
Stallion Station, Catesby Clay’s Runny- 
mede Farm, Dr. Charles E. Hagyard, J. 
Howard Rouse, Frazier LeBus, Horatio 
Mason, and Mrs. Parker Poe’s Shawnee 
Farm. The Virginia clients are Daniel G. 
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Van Clief’s Nydrie Stud and W. Haggin 
Perry’s Drescen Farm. 

Plum Lane and King Ranch were the 
first Kentucky clients. having become 
members in 1951. LeBus. an officer of 
the association, naturally speaks highly of 
its work. J. Howard Rouse. King Ranch 
manager and owner of his own farm at 
Midway. Ky,. said he had tried several 
ether soil-consultant and soil-testing serv- 
ices and considered Brookside “the most 
satisfactory of any I have worked with. I 


have been highly pleased with their re- 
ports. and I think they give you a very 
complete analysis.” 

Positive Viewpoints 


Other comments by farm owners and 
managers in central Kentucky: 

Paul Ebelhardt. Calumet Farm: I have 
been impressed with their diagnosis of 
the condition of the soil.

TOTAL EXCHANGE CAPACITY 
(M.E.). This figure is the measure- 
ment of, a soil’s milli equivalents, a 
term which represents the amount of 
colloidal energy required to absorb 
and hold to the soil mass certain spe- 
cific amounts of various base elements. 
One M. E. represents the amount of 
colloidal energy necessary to absorb 
and hold in the top 7 inches of one 
acre 400 pounds of calcium, 240 pounds 
of magnesium, 780 pounds of potas- 
sium, 20 pounds of exchangeable hy- 
drogen, etc. 


By dividing the number of pounds 
of each element by the number of 
pounds needed for 1 M. E. it is possible 
to determine the number of milli-equiv- 
alents in the area tested. An example 
of values found in one acre: 


4,000 pounds of exchangeable cal- 
cium (divided by 400) ____- 10.0 M.E. 
480 pounds of exchangeable mag- 
nesium (divided by 240) ___ 2.0 M.E.

The total exchange capacity of a soil 
varies greatly, depending upon the 
amount of colloids found. A sandy soil 
may have an exchange capacity as low 
as 2 M. E.; a rich clay loam soil may 
have an exchange capacity of 40 M. E. 
or more. A low exchange capacity does 
not necessarily indicate a low-fertility 
soil, and a high exchange capacity does 
not necessarily indicate a high-fertility 
soil. It does indicate the amounts of the 
various elements which are needed to 
bring the soil into proper balance. That 
is, it is much easier to bring a low ex-

change-capacity soil into balance than 
it is a high exchange-capacity soil. 

AVAILABLE NITROGEN. This fig- 
ure is not computed from the nitrogen 
found at the time the soil test was con- 
ducted, since the amount of nitrogen 
available is influenced by the moisture 
content of the soil. This figure is an 
approximation of the amount of nitro- 
gen which will be released during the 
next year from the decay of organic 
matter. 

BASE SATURATION. Brookside has 
established ideal values for the per cent 
of saturation of each of the base ele- 
ments. The figures in parenthesis fol- 
lowing each element are the lowest 
and highest percentages which the ele- 
ment should reach. A figure lower than 
the minimum means that the soil is 
seriously deficient in the element; a 
figure higher than the maximum in- 
dicates that the soil has an excess of 
the element. 

TOTAL BASE SATURATION. This 
figure is the total of all base elements, 
and the figure is obtained by adding 
those for potassium, magnesium, cal- 
cium, and other bases. Brookside rec- 
ommends a total base saturation of 85 
to 90 per cent. 

HYDROGEN SATURATION. Hy- 
drogen controls the acidity of soil, and 
a soil without hydrogen, or with little 
hydrogen, is certain to have a_ high 
pH. The central Kentucky field on 
which these tests were conducted had 
a hydrogen saturation of only 1.1 per 
cent, 9 per cent under the minimum 
figure approved by Brookside and 11 
per cent under the figure which the 
laboratory regards as ideal. Because of 
the excess of calcium and the lack of 
hydrogen, the field’s pH is 6.96, con- 
siderably more alkaline than is ideal 
for best crop production. With the ex- 
ception of alfalfa, sweet clover, and la- 
dino, which require a neutral or slight- 
ly alkaline soil, and a few vegetables 
which require an extremely acid soil, 
pH values should be in the range of 5.5 
to 6.5. As indicated on the soil report, 
Brookside regards a pH of 6.2 as ideal.

All of these are recorded, too, in 
this big book of 1,110 pages. 
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picture of the soil’s condition. I think the 
Brookside reports make more sense than 
any others we have had, and I have 
noticed a definite improvement in our pas- 
tures during the last year. For the first 
time we were not bothered to any great 
extent by yellowing of the pastures in dry 
weather. We feel that if we can improve 
our pastures by following their recommen. 
dations it will be well worth the money, 
because all feed is supplemental to good 
pastures. 

Al Cofield, Shawnee Farm: I feel Brook- 
side has done a very good job. Our pas- 
tures are in better condition than they 
ever have been, and the change was most 
noticeable last summer during the hot 
dry weather. The farm had more green 
grass in the middle of summer than ever 
before. 

Edgar Blanton, Dr. Charles E. Hagyard 
farm: We have been working with Brook- 
side since November, 1955, and already we 
can see a lot of results in our grass. There 
is no doubt in my mind that the pastures 
are in better shape than they have been in 
years. Last year we followed their recom- 
mendations on our tobacco land, and we 
had the best crop in a long time. Of course, 
everybody had good tobacco last year, but 
we got more pounds per acre than most 
of the farms around here. 

Charles Nuckols, Hurstland Farm: “We 
have been with Brookside for 2 years, and 
I am particularly pleased with the im- 
provement of the grasses on the farm. This 
year our blue grass seed fields are the 
best I’ve seen. One thing that I think farm 
owners and managers should work for in 
Kentucky is to get the ASC to change its 
policy on the granting of aid to farmers 
who follow the fertilizer recommendations 
of private research organizations. We 
would continue to use Brookside even if 
we couldn’t get any help, because we feel 
that they have actually saved us money. 
But the purpose of the program is to get 
farmers to improve their soil, and it seems 
ridiculous to cut out the farmers who have 
shown that they are really interested in 
long-range improvement programs.” 

The program to which Nuckols referred 
is one whereby the Department of Agri- 
culture, through the various state Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Administrations, 
will pay up to 80 per cent of the cost of 
fertilizer and lime used in establishing a 
pasture and up to 50 per cent of the cost 
of fertilizer and lime used in improving 
a pasture. In Kentucky farmers must have 
their soil tested by a county agent or by 
the soil lab at the University of Kentucky 
and must apply the amount of lime and/or 
fertilizer recommended in the soil report 
furnished by the county agent. The farmer 
can obtain some assistance, even if he does 
not have his soil tested, by applying certain 
minimum amounts of lime, nitrogen, phos- 
phorus, and potassium.

John Gray, head of the Kentucky Stabil- 
ization and Conservation Administration, 
said the state committee had discussed the 
possibility of approving private labora- 
atories and had decided against it. 

“We wrote states throughout the South 
and Midwest.” Gray said, “and only 2 
states approved private laboratories. And 
both of those states did not offer soil tests 
on the county laboratory level. They had 
central labs, and they approved private 


laboratories in order to take some of the 
load off the central laboratory. 

“We don’t doubt that Brookside has a 
fine lab, and that the other private organ- 
izations working in the state are all right, 
but the recommendations for payments 
must come from the county level. The 
county agents cannot be expected to be- 
come familiar with all of the different 
types of soil reports furnished by the 
various private laboratories.”

Orsini's German Derby 


Paris. The spring classics in Germany 
verified. in general, the form of the best 
2-year-olds of 1956. The Guineas equiva- 
lents went to the top colt and the second- 
best filly of the previous year. Orsini 
(Ticino—Oranien, by Nuvolari) won the 
Henckel-Renaen. and Thila (Magnat— 
Thilde. by Arjaman) took the Schwarz- 
gold-Rennen, in which the leading 2-year- 
old filly of last year, Solotaenzerin (Ticino 
—Sansovina, by Niccolo Dell’Arca). fin- 
ished third. 

When Orsini ran in the 1°,-mile Union- 
Rennen at Cologne June 10 his usual 
jockey had been grounded by an accident. 
He took the lead from the start, ran some- 
what too heartily, and had nothing left to 
resist the attack of Windfang (Nebelwer- 
fer—Waldrun, by Alchimist), which beat 
him by 31% lengths. At the finish Orsini 
retained only a short-head advantage over 
Obermaat (Goody—Offenbarung, by Tici- 
no). Windfang and Obermaat had ranked 
sixth and second in the Sport-Welt Handi- 
cap of last year’s 2-year-olds.

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11,-mile Nereide-Rennen at Horst-Emscher 
by 5 lengths, and had beaten Solotaen- 
zerin by 21% lengths in the 114-mile Preis 
der Diana at Muelheim. She then ran in- 
effectively against older horses in the 
one-mile Grosser Preis der Stadt Gelsen- 
kirchen before taking on the best colts in 
the Derby. 


The Deutsches Derby of 114 miles. run 
at Hamburg June 30, had 17 starters. One 
of these was the Henckel-Rennen second, 
Utrillo (Orator—Unterwegs, by Wahn- 
fried). which had gone to Vienna and 
scored a 2-length victory in the Austrian 
Derby on June 2. 


This time Orsini was ridden by the 
young English jockey Lester Piggott. who 
had piloted Crepello to victory in the 
Derby at Epsom. Piggott kept the Erlen- 
hof Stud’s champion off the early pace, 
sent him forward gradually, and brought 
him across the line first in a tight finish 
with Windfang, Utrillo, and Mogul, 3 
necks separating the first 4. Thila finished 
12th. after running with the early leaders, 
and Obermaat was still farther back. 

Orsini remains the best colt of the gen- 
eration, but he does not seem to be greatly 
superior to Windfang and Utrillo over the 
classic distance. Baron Thyssen, his owner 
and breeder, has scratched him from the 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes to be run at Ascot July 20. 

The 14%-mile Grand Prix de St. Cloud 
of July 7 had a first-money value of 14,- 
837.000 frances (about $42,390), and it 
drew a high-class field of 6 3-year-olds and 
7 older horses, the latter group including 
Burgos and Oroso, which dead-heated in 
the 1956 renewal of the race. 


There was no willing pacemaker in the 
group. but Tanerko was full of run, and 
his rider, G. Lequeux, allowed him to go 
in front at a slow pace, since the distance 
was longer than he prefers. There was no 
challenge until the last turn, where Al 
Mabsoot, Royaumont, Flying Relic, Tap- 
ioca, Saint Raphael, and Oroso moved to 
the leader. Tanerko, having made no pre- 
vious use of his speed, was able to gain 
a 3-length advantage in the last 300 yards. 
Franc Luron (Free Man—Framee, by 
Vandale), second in a photo-finish with 
Haut Brion (Fastnet—Honeymoon, by 
Dadji) and Oroso (Tifinar—Eos, by Sol- 
ferino), was the only 3-year-old among the 
first 6 at the finish. 


In order behind the first 4 were Saint 
Raphael, Burgos, Al Mabsoot, Honey 
Child, Flying Relic, Weeping Willow, Tap- 
ioca, Savoyard, and Mrs. G. L. Ohrstrom’s 
Royaumont. The heat was extreme, and 
Tapioca had been almost stopped by sun- 
stroke in the straight. Royaumont suffered 
small cuts on his legs and Al Mabsoot 
from interference. But nothing could have 
beaten Tanerko after allowing him so slow 
a pace.

Tanerko, bred and owned by Francois 
Dupre, last year won the Prix Juigne, 
Noailles, and Lupin and was third in the 
Prix du Jockey Club and Arc de Tri- 
omphe. In his first start this year he won 
the Prix Ganay, easily defeating Chief 
and Fric, but since then he had finished 
third to Tapioca in the Prix d’Harcourt 
and to Chief in the Prix d’Ispahan. The 
association with Lequeux at St. Cloud re- 
sulted in improved form. Tanerko will be 
reserved for the Prix de l’Are de Tri- 
omphe, which his sire won twice, in 1950 
and 1951. 

The only French runners in the King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes 
probably will be Fric and Tribord, both 
now training in England. Italy will be 
represented by Tissot, Belgium by Todrai, 
Ireland by Jack Ketch. The most worthy 
English defender will be Sir Victor Sas- 
soon’s Guineas and Derby winner Cre- 
pello.
